small nations' rights in world 


affairs. As such, he is in some- 
what the position of a lone man 
disputing the right of way 
with 


a juggernaut. Yet it is hard not to 
admire his courage, applaud his 
intentions, and wish him well. 


Dr. . Evatt bases his case on a 


self- evident fact repeatedly ignor- 
,ecl by the great powers. This fact 
he restated in a radio address to 
1 American listeners a few nights, 


tifio: "It, is a fallacy to suppose 
<a,it all knowledge and all wisdom 


'(fniffit reside at the center of mili- 
tary power." 


The Australian minister had the 


knowledge and wisdom to per- 
ceive the inherent danger of the 
veto in the formative days of the 
United Nations. In San Francisco, 
as be recalled in his radio speech, 
he warned that acceptance of the 
veto opened the way to its unre- 
stricted use even in matters of rela- 
tively small importance. He sought 
vainly to get its use limited to the 
"extreme step" of economic 
or 


irfilitary sanctions against an ag- 
gressor. 


Now that his prophecy on Ihc 


veto's abuse has come true, he 
has served notice that he will bring 
the veto question before the UN 
General Assembly in September.' 
In the meantime, he will 
devote 


some of his considerable energy 
to an effoi t to keep the smaller 
nations from being pushed around 
or ignored at the Paris Peace Con- 
ference. 


Secretary of Slate Byrnes help- 


er! Dr. 
Evatt's cause along 
by 


^•lining Russia's agreement io let 
the conference determine its own 
nrg-ani/.ation and procedure. 
But 


thiil does not mean the big powers 
will not have their way in the end. 
Such an outcome is inevitable. Ne- 
vertheless, there is sense as well 
as justice in Dr. Evatt's cause. 


Dr. 
1'Jviitl pointed out 
in 
his 


speech that the final United Na- 
tions agreement in San Francisco, 
with ;ill members having a voice 
in it, was a vast improvement over 
the original proposals drafted at 
Dumbarton Oaks and added to at 
Valta. Few will wiiiit to 
argue 


that point with him. And il is rea- 
sonable tbiit, as ho suggests, free 
participation by all nations repre- 
sented at tho Paris Peace Confer- 
ence can improve the Icss-llian- 
pcrfect treaties agreed on by the 
foreign ministers. 


As for the justice of the Austral- 


ian's cause, his country and other 
small nations made a large pro- 
portionate contribution to victory. 
Being deficient in men and mater- 
jol, 
it was 
necessary that they 
:;Afcr to their more powerful al- 
lies in •mailers of strategy 
and 


command. 
Hut that is no reason 


why this deference musl be taken 
for granted in time of peace, as 
il seems Io have been during the 
past .year. 


In Ihc intcicsl of fair dealing 


and for the sake of wise counsel, 
the small nations should at least 
be accorded the courteous assum- 
ption of sovereign equality 
at 


Paris. 
We hope 
that Dr. Kvatt

The term "release," inclining « 


handout from a 
press-ago:-.!, 
is 


really a misnomer and a clislor 
lion because in the original sense 
it meant a speech by an important 
person or a decision by a court or 
bureau 
such 
as the. Interstate 


Commerce Commission which was 
given to the press associations and 
papers in advance under seal of 
confidence for a simultaneous "re- 
lease" by the clock or by flash. 


Way back, someone got up the 


ingenious idea of turning out the 
text of speeches by the president, 
maybe Mr. Tuft or the i'irst Roose- 
velt, which thus could be wired 
ahead in slack 
hours 
or 
even 


mailed all over the country under 
a warning line, 
"hold for 
re- 
lease." This relieved 
congestion, 


diminished the chances of errors 
due to haste, 
sometimes 
saved 


money in tolls and assured wider 
circulation for the pearls of wis- 
dom of an eminent statesman. 


So, in the case of an oration, 


when the great man started sound- 
ing off, the reporter on the assign- 


LMit had only to hear him horn 


tiis "A',' remark to the operator, 
"flash, release speech" and then 
amuse himself as he pleased which, 
contruy to 
a 
low 
superstition, 
doesn't mean that he always curled 
up on the back of his neck in a 
police sergeant's chair with a slab 
of pebbleford 
and 
a dirtyword, 
butchers-paper intellectual maga- 
zine to stimulate 
his 
class-con- 
sciousness. 


Sometimes a fellow would listen 


to the speech, and to the improve- 
ment of his mind, too, because we 
liave had some belter than 
fair 


scholars and statesmen in our pub- 
lic life, or he might sit down to 
one of those old-fashioned, 
sight- 


unseen Oliver rock-crushers, which 
wore a ribbon as wide as a hall run 
ner and had arms like the walking 
cranes of a Hudson side-wheeler, 
and bat out the premonitory ver- 
sions of such excellent American 
literature as. the "Judge Priest" 
stories of Irvin Cobb or Wallace 
Irwin's "Letters of the Japanese 
Schoolboy."

originally and to violate or

breach of ethics and still is, i'or 
that matter, in the case of bona 
fide advance copy, but not, of 
course, in the case of an ordinary 
publicity handout, sheaves of which 
are dumped on the desk every day 
and hardly any of which is read, 
much less published. A 
reporter 


covering a speech that is 
being 


held for release is perfectly safe 
in leaving the job after hearing 
the speaker through the first para- 
graph 99 times out of a hundred 
but may fall on his face the hun- 
dredth time when the fellow gets 
his second wind or loses his temper 
and starts dealing i'resh material 
off the end of his tongue or the 
top of his head. Of course if he is 
on the air, the radio quotes him 
literally and without special 
ef- 


fort but the press has to watch 
i'or digressions and slick them into 
the text, sometimes noting that the 
insert matter was not in the origi- 
nal version.

bunch is gospel and.that all broth- 
ers are dirty heretics and doubt 
tlval it will be entirely helpful to 
the AVC because 
it will irritate 


such infidels, amounting, in all, to 
a mighty number. 


The term "release," inclining « 


handout from a 
press-ago:-.!, 
is 


really a misnomer and a clislor 
lion because in the original sense 
it meant a speech by an important 
person or a decision by a court or 
bureau 
such 
as the. Interstate 


Commerce Commission which was 
given to the press associations and 
papers in advance under seal of 
confidence for a simultaneous "re- 
lease" by the clock or by flash. 


Way back, someone got up the 


ingenious idea of turning out the 
text of speeches by the president, 
maybe Mr. Tuft or the i'irst Roose- 
velt, which thus could be wired 
ahead in slack 
hours 
or 
even 


mailed all over the country under 
a warning line, 
"hold for 
re- 
lease." This relieved 
congestion, 


diminished the chances of errors 
due to haste, 
sometimes 
saved 


money in tolls and assured wider 
circulation for the pearls of wis- 
dom of an eminent statesman. 


So, in the case of an oration, 


when the great man started sound- 
ing off, the reporter on the assign- 


LMit had only to hear him horn 


tiis "A',' remark to the operator, 
"flash, release speech" and then 
amuse himself as he pleased which, 
contruy to 
a 
low 
superstition, 
doesn't mean that he always curled 
up on the back of his neck in a 
police sergeant's chair with a slab 
of pebbleford 
and 
a dirtyword, 
butchers-paper intellectual maga- 
zine to stimulate 
his 
class-con- 
sciousness. 


Sometimes a fellow would listen 


to the speech, and to the improve- 
ment of his mind, too, because we 
liave had some belter than 
fair 


scholars and statesmen in our pub- 
lic life, or he might sit down to 
one of those old-fashioned, 
sight- 


unseen Oliver rock-crushers, which 
wore a ribbon as wide as a hall run 
ner and had arms like the walking 
cranes of a Hudson side-wheeler, 
and bat out the premonitory ver- 
sions of such excellent American 
literature as. the "Judge Priest" 
stories of Irvin Cobb or Wallace 
Irwin's "Letters of the Japanese 
Schoolboy." 


That is what "release" 
meant 


originally and to violate or 
jump 


a 
release 
was a very 
serious 


breach of ethics and still is, i'or 
that matter, in the case of bona 
fide advance copy, but not, of 
course, in the case of an ordinary 
publicity handout, sheaves of which 
are dumped on the desk every day 
and hardly any of which is read, 
much less published. A 
reporter 


covering a speech that is 
being 


held for release is perfectly safe 
in leaving the job after hearing 
the speaker through the first para- 
graph 99 times out of a hundred 
but may fall on his face the hun- 
dredth time when the fellow gets 
his second wind or loses his temper 
and starts dealing i'resh material 
off the end of his tongue or the 
top of his head. Of course if he is 
on the air, the radio quotes him 
literally and without special 
ef- 


fort but the press has to watch 
i'or digressions and slick them into 
the text, sometimes noting that the 
insert matter was not in the origi- 
nal version. 


Nowadays a batch of mail may 


bring a "release" from some tub- 
thumper consisting of some banal
